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Huxley  Family 


INTRODUCTION. 


AOST  families  in  the  L'nited  States  wIki  trace  llieir  ances- 
try to  Xew  England,  look -l^ack  still  further  through 
Xew;  England  to  Old  Englaii'Jrfor  their  origin.  This  is  the 
case  with  the  Huxley  family.  With  these  families,  if  the  immi- 
grant ancestor  can  lie  found  at  all.  he  is  found  to  ha\-e  come 
from  England,  when  the  colonies  were  lieing  settled,  and  so 
his  descendants  are  of  early  English  ancestry.  Xo  known 
puhlic  records,  and  no  private  records  in  the  Huxley  family  in 
the  United  States  exist  to  show  ahsolutely  hy  an  unbroken  line, 
its  origin  or  nativity,  hut  the  tradition  in  the  familv  has  been 
that  the  ancestor  came  from  England.  This  tradition  chd  not, 
however,  or  at  least  does  mH  now  furnish  the  answers  to  the 
more  particular  (|ueries  which  press  urgently  for  answers, 
such  as:  Who  was  he  who  came?'  When  did  he  come? 
\\  here  did  he  come  from  out  of  the  broad  expanse  of  all  I'-ug- 
land,  and  where  was  the  place  of  his  activities  there?  Was  he 
of  L(jn<lon  or  Li\erpool,  or  of  what  place  was  he?  At  what 
place  did  he  land  and  where  did  he  locate?  What  was  his 
calling,  Inisiness  or  status  there,  and  what  did  he  become  here? 
and  a  hundred  other  cognate  (piestions  seek  answers  about  each 
person  who.se  name  may  be  suggested  as  an  immigrant  ancestor 
of  any  family  whatever.  Only  here  and  there  can  persons  lie 
found  about  whom  the,se  questions  can  be  answered  two  hun- 
dred or  three  hundred  years  after  tleath.  With  the  vast 
luajority  no  more  extended  history  of  them  exists  than  that 
they  were  born  and  died  and  with  a  goodlv  per  cent,  not  e\'en 
this  can  be  found.  What  they  did  to  make  uj)  the  sum  of  life 
no  person  has  cared  to  preser\-e  by  monuiuent  or  record  against 
the  ever  destroying  tooth  of  tiine  and  final  oblivion. 

The  traditional  English  ancestor  of  the  Huxlevs  in  the 
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United  States  is  one  of  those  in  defanlt  of  any  known  records 
accessible  to  the  compiler  to  save  his  memory  from  the  fate  of 
having'  been  lost,  and  so  his  existence  totally  forg'otten  and 
unknown  Ijy  all  listing  Iniman  lieings.  One  or  two  slight  "cues" 
exist,  but  they  are  too  vague  and  uncertain  to  be  relied  on. 

The  Huxley  family,  so  far  as  known,  has  always  been  few 
in  numl)ers,  both  in  England  and  the  United  States.  Quite  a 
large  pev  cent,  of  its  members  in  the  United  States  ha\'e  at- 
tained to  80  or  90  years,  but  fecundity  did  not  seem  to  inhere 
in  the  familv.  and  so  perhaps  the  number  of  persons  in  the 
family  is  not  greater  now  than  two  hundred  years  ago.  It 
began  at  Hartford,  Connecticut,  in  1667.  or  perhaps  more 
strictly  in  1660  at  New  Haven,  Connecticut,  and  the  stream 
of  its  life  flowed  northward  into  Massachusetts  at  Hampshire 
county,  and  thence  to  the  westward  along  the  northern  part  of 
the  state  of  Connecticut  to  its  west  boimdary  and  again  turned 
northward  into  Massachusetts,  at  Berkshire  county,  and  most 
likely  also  into  New  York  state,  since  some  of  them  are  known 
to  be  there;  a  part  turned  back  to  the  eastward  in  Massachu- 
setts, and  a  part  went  on  westward  into  Ohio,  and  thence  to 
Michigan,  Indiana,  Kansas,  Iowa,  Wisconsin  and  perhaps 
other  states. 

None  remain  in  Connecticut;  none  in  western  Massa- 
chusetts; but  few  in  New  York  and  Ohio  and  eastern 
Massachusetts.  They  generally  owned  land  and  were  farmers 
or  engaged  in  occupations  connected  with  the  land.  A  few 
became  law\-ers.  doctors,  school  ])rofessors,  or  engaged  in  some 
mercantile  or  mechanical  business,  Imt  as  far  as  known  only 
one  became  a  clergyman.  Howex'er.  some  did  in  England. 
Nearly  all  of  ])roper  age  at  the  time  were  in  revolutionary  war 
service,  which,  from  our  jjoint  of  view  as  United  States 
citizens,  was  higlilv  commendable.  Some  also  were  in  luilitary 
service  during  the  ci\'il  war  as  will  hereafter  appear. 

The  familv  in  England  was  sufficiently  ancient  in  point  of 
time,  but  the  slender  accounts  to  be  obtained  fron:  correspon- 
tlence  lack  that  definiteness  and  coherence  which  are  necessary 
to  a  pro])er  knowledge  of  the  fruuily. 

The  "Manor  of  Huxley"  hereafter  mentioned,  witli  the 
residence  thereon  called  "Huxlc\-  Hall"  was.  and  still  is,  situ- 
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ated  in  Broxton  Hundred  in  the  county  of  Clieshire,  in  tlic 
northwest  of  England,  and  is  in  the  parish  of  Hargrave,  ahout 
8  miles  southeast  of  Chester,  the  principal  city  of  Cheshire,  and 
so  would  be  about  24  miles  southeast  of  Liverpoi.il,  and  is  fur- 
ther located  as  being  about  i4  miles  from  Tattenhall  station 
on  the  London  &  Northwestern  Railway.  An  ordnance  map 
shows  a  roatl  called  lluxley  leading  eastward  toward  Tilston 
(5  miles)  which  road  passes  a  place  called  Huxley  Gorse,  2 
miles  from  Huxley.  A  jiart  of  the  solid  stone  walls  of  the  old 
Manor-House  still  stand  and  are  incorporated  into  the  structure 
of  a  modern  farm  house,  but  nn  Huxlev  now  lives  there. 

The  original  boundaries  of  the  manor  were  straggling 
and  the  description  vague  and  uncertain,  gix'ing  but  little  idea 
of  its  real  extent  and  contents,  but  at  present  the  area  is  said  to 
be  about  1,500  acres  and  contains  a  population  of  260. 
The  Benedictine  Abljey  or  Monastery  of  St.  \\'erl)urgh 
founded  by  Hugh  Lupus,  Earl  of  Chester,  in  1070,  was  at 
Chester,  ami  it  recei\'ed  title  to  these  lands  with  mucii  other 
lands  in  the  vicinity  of  Chester,  from  William  the  Conqueror 
between  1066  and  1093.  The  king's  ability  to  make  this  be- 
stowal was  by  the  seizure  of  lantls  from  fomier  owners  who 
were  considered  to  be  his  enemies  or  who  would  iKit  attorn  to 
him,  but  whether  these  lands  before  that  time  were  called  the 
"Manor  of  Huxley"  and  owned  by  such  a  family  is  not  known. 
Huxley  is  not  named  in  Domesday  Boiik,  Init  is  said  to  be  com- 
prised under  the  name  of  "Hodesleia"  (  whatever  that  may  be) 
contained  in -the  foundation  charter  of  the  Benedictine  Abbey 
of  St.  Werburgh,  l)ut  omitted  in  the  enumeration  of  those  es- 
tates in  Lomesday  Book. 

All  present  titles  to  land  in  iMigland  start  from  Domesday 
Book  of  William  the  Con(|ueror,  in  1066,  and  the  new  family 
and  owner  soon  came  to  bear  the  name  (^f  his  land.  Thus 
"Richard  fie  Huxley"  siniplv  meant  Richard  of  Huxlev  ( land). 
In  the  31st  year  of  Edward  111.  1333.  a  writ  in  quo  warranto 
was  issued  under  authoritv  of  the  crown  against  the  Abbot  of 
St.  Werburgh  to  show  bv  what  authority  he  exercised  fran- 
chises within  \'arious  manors  of  which  "Huxlegh"  was  one, 
showing  the  approach  toward  the  present  spelling  of  the  name. 
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The  growth  in  speUing  the  name  has  been  from  the  Latin 
Hodesleia  to  the  English  Hodeslegli — Huxlegh — ilnxlev. 

Most  all  of  the  small  towns  or  \'illages  mentioned  in  the 
descent  of  title  to  the  Manor  of  Huxley  given  in  the  succeeding 
pages,  such  as  Aldersey,  Brindley.  flotton,  Duddon.  Darnhall. 
Ecclestield,  Macclesfield,  Tattenhall.  W'ettenhall.  Waverton, 
Upton,  etc.,  are  in  Cheshire  and  from  5  to  15  miles  southeast 
of  Chester.  These  places  antl  the  Huxley  family  are  described 
by  Ormerod  in  his  history  of  Chester  and  Cheshire,  published 
about  1820,  as  also  in  a  more  recent  edition  of  the  saiue  work 
b\-  Th(jmas  Helsby  in  1882,  both  out  of  print  and  diflicult  to 
obtain.  Howe\'er.  the  compiler  has  been  able  recenth'  to  obtain 
a  copy  of  the  ilelsb)-  edition  of  this  work,  consisting  of  three 
ponderous  tomes  of  about  i.ooo  pages  each,  and  it  clearly  shows 
historically  that  the  family  had  a  location  there  for  the  past 
eight  hundred  years  or  more,  and  this  is  something  not  known 
outside  of  i'.ngland  and  the  Cnited  States.  In  Helsliy's  His- 
tory ol  Cbeshii'e  in  xolume  2.  at  jiage  797,  et  se(|.,  the  Huxley 
family  and  their  land  holdings  in  the  couu'ty  are  described,  and 
the  genealogical  descent  of  title  to  the  land  gi\en  in  some  of 
the  succeetliug  pages  herein  was  mainly  taken  from  that  work. 
A  full  copy  of  the  Charter  of  .St.  W'erburgh  Abbey  above 
referred  to  in  the  original  i,atin  and  l)earing  date  of  1093,  is 
also  contained  in  tins  History. 

It  will  be  remembered  that  by  the  laws  of  primogeniture 
in  Englaml  the  title  to  land  \\as  cast  ui)on  the  eldest  son,  so 
that  at  each  descent  the  }'ounger  sons  were  dropped  out.  unless 
in  some  way  they  receix'ed  title  from  the  elder  son,  or  from 
S(.)me  other  source,  and  so  fai'  as  the  land  title  was  concerned 
they  were  not  again  heard  of.  They  went  into  the  professions 
or  army  or  other  business  not  relating  to  the  land,  so  that  their 
relationship  to  the  family  wdulit  not  be  found  with  the  land 
titles,  but  must  be  S(ntght  elsewhere.  Erom  this  source  parts 
of  the  family  drifted  southward  to  Lichfield  ;ind  New  Castle- 
on-Tyne  in  Staffordshire,  and  Cox'entry  iti  Warwickshire, 
Essex.  ]3e\'onshirc,  and  perhaps  other  places,  and  thence  to 
London.  A  few  years  ago  a  ('harles  Huxley  ami  a  John 
Huxley  were  at  the  Lotteries,  near  New  Castle  in  Stafford- 
shire;   the   well   know  11    Thomas   11.    Huxley.  Ixjrn  at   Ealing, 
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near  Loiidon.  in  i8_'5,  lived  and  died  at  Londnn.  and  no 
person's  writings  are  better  knnwn  than  his  i:)n  hi)th  sides  of 
t1ie  Atlantic;  his  son,  T^rof.  Leonard  Ilnxlev.  is  now  connected 
with  the  endiiwed  schnol  at  ( iodalmins;.  in  the  C()unt\'  of 
Surrey,  3J  miles  southwest  of  London.  Within  the  i)ast  year 
he  had  published  a  life  of  his  father  consisting  of  two  large 
volumes  which  is  meeting  with  a  liberal  sale  in  the  L^nited 
States.  It  gives  an  excellent  insight  into  the  inner  life,  labors 
and  successes  of  a  man  who  wa>.  in  the  best  sense  of  the  term, 
one  of  nature's  real  noblemen.

family  in   the   L'nited   States,   had   its  origin   in   England — no  . 
other  source  being  known.

ci.>mpiler  has  not  been  able,  with  the  time  and  facilities  at  his 
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flis])nsal  to  slidw.  ( )thcr  memliers  of  the  family,  liaving  a  taste 
for  such  research,  or  otherwise  so  disposed,  may  from  this 
foundation  of  (hsconnected  material  woi'k  out  the  relationship 
;ind  so  he  alile  to  state  in  logical  and  historical  secpience  just 
how  it  all  occurred.

THE   SPENCER    FAMILY. 


Since  it  will  appear  in  the  Descent  pniper  hereafter  ,£;i\-en 
that  the  Spencer  faniiK'  I'niaiished  the  earliest  maternal  ances- 
tor, it  is  thought  best  to  show,  as  far  a.s  may  be  clone,  who  the 
Spencers  were  at  the  time  of,  and  before  the  colonial  settle- 
ment of  Massachusetts  and  Connecticut.  The  first  we  know  of 
Francis  Spisncer  and  his  wife  I'^lizabeth  is,  that,  for  many 
vears  i)rior  to  ifi^^C).  when  lie  died,  thev  were  rich  Ale  Brewers 
in  London — not  in  the  most  reiiutable  ])art — and  she  continued 
the  Inisiness  a  few  years  thereafter.  By  wills  they  left  large 
properties  to  their  four  sons,  Richard,  John,  Thoiuas  and 
Jarr.\rd.  The  ancestor  was  a  citizen  and  ale  brewer,  and 
thereby  luade  the  monev,  and  he  was  also  a  member  of  the 
Church  of  iMigland  at  St.  Giles  Parish,  outside  Cripplegate, 
London,  all  of  which  appears  liy  the  record.  These  facts 
transferred  the  sons  to  the  Gentlemen  class.  The  grandsons,  at 
least  those  who  descended  from  J.vrrarm.  had  property,  and 
they  all  recei\-e(l  be(|uests  from  their  uncle  Richard  who  died  in 
London  in  1646  and  after  the^'  came  to  the  colonies.  They  too 
were  members  of  the  Church  of  England,  which  was  at  that 
time  the  touchstone,  the  be-all  and  end-all  of  what  was  goocl, 
right  and  ju^t.  The  dissenters  ;niil  non-conformists  in  Eng- 
land were  hated  and  despised,  \ililied,  ostracised,  jiersecuted 
anatheiuatized,  coiuicted  as  guilt\'  of  crime  and  exiletl  or  ban- 
ished from  1-jigiand.  The  pm-itans  with  neai-ly  the  same  ideas 
as  the  dissenter-s,  but  who  did  lud  Icai'c  llir  church,  and  who 
were  the  ruling  ])ower  in  Massachusetts  did  likewise  with  those 
who  did  not  precisely  conform  with  their  \iews !  So  when  the 
.Spencers  arrixed  at  P)oston  in  the  years  following  i'>.^o, 
Michael,  (iai'r.ird.  with  its  numer<ius  spellings.  TiioM.vs  and 
William,  all,  al  mice,  could  and  <lid  become  freemen,  and  took 
high  and  honorable  rank  among  the  colonists.  They  were 
thus  ([ualified  to  lu)l(l  office,  and  were  at  r)nce  called  on  to  be 
oiticers  and  their  standing  and  rank  among  the  colonists  were 
assured.     Thev  came  certified  bv  the  church  officials  there,  and 
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that  settled  all  doubt  and  CDntnixersy  here.  Tlie\  were  the 
peers  of  aii}-  colonist  \\hoe\-er  he  niig'ht  be.  The  ale  brewer's 
descendant  was  "On  the  throne,  his  satrajis  in  the  hall."  The 
i)lood  of  the  wicked  and  much  hated  and  despised  non- 
conformist with  the  N'iews  of  the  puritans  was  relegated  to  the 
rear.     Thus  truly  the  whirligig  of  time  has  its  re\"enges. 

All  of  the  wills  of  the  Spencers  mentioned  below    were 

published  a  few  years  ago  in  \dlunie of  the  Xew  England 

Historical  and  Genealogical  Register,  at  I'.oston.  I-'lizalieth 
Spencer,  the  widow  of  Francis.  pro\-ided  in  her  will  for  her 
burial  by  the  side  of  her  husband  in  the  church  yard  of  St.  Giles 
Parish.  Cripplegate,  London,  which  was  accordingly  done 
prior  to  1646.  Below  follows  a  tabulated  sketch  of  the  Spen- 
cers, which  allows  how  the  maternal  ancestor  (if  the  Huxle}s 
was  descended,  and  was  taken  largely  from  a  (ienealog)-  of  the 
Spencer  family  jniblished  b\-  <jne  of  its  memfiers  not  man\- 
years  ago,

In  Trumlnill's  History  of  Conncc- 
licutt  it  apiiears  that  Honker  was  silenced  in  Essex  county 
as  a  non-conformist  preacher  and  tied  to  Holland  in  1630 
to  avciid  arrest  and  prosecution  ;  that  in  1632  a  large  body 
of  his  partitioners  came  from  Braintree,  England,  to  Cam- 
bridge, and  in  1633  he  himself  came  in  the  ship  Griffin, 
arriving  September  4,  with  200  more  of  his  people,  a  few 
of  whom  arc  named,  but  Thomas  Spencer  is  not  n.imed. 
But  he  was  there,  nevertheless,  from  about  that  time  for- 
ward. On  May  14,  1634,  he  took  the  freeman's  oath.  In 
1636,  he  moved  to  Hartford,  and  in  1637  was  in  the  Pequot 
Indian  war,  and  for  his  services  therein  the  General  Court 
of  Connecticut,  in  May,  1671,  granted  him  60  acres  of 
land.  In  1(130,  he  is  recorded  as  the  owner  of  several  small 
parcels  of  land  in  Hartford.  In  April,  1639,  he  was  one 
of  the  deputies  to  the  first  General  Assembly  or  Cottrt 
in  n.irtfcird,  etc.  In  March,  1649-50,  he  was  appointed  by 
the  Particular  Court  as  a  sergeant  of  militia.  In  1657, 
Constable,  and  167J  surveyor  of  Highways.  He  was 
twice  married,  but  of  his  first  wife  nothing  is  known,  but 
there  were  3  children :  1  Obadiah,  2  Thomas,  married 
Esther  .Andrew's,  removed  to  Suffield,  Mass.,  died  July  2^. 
1689.  3  Samuel.  His  second  wife,  whom  he  married  Sep- 
tember II,  164s,  was  Sarah  Bearding,  a  daughter  of 
Nathaniel  Bearding  of  Hartford,  whose  will  dated  Janu- 
ary 7,  1(173,  mentions  "his  son-in-law  Thomas  Spencer, 
and  his  5  daughters"  naming  them.  There  were  6  chil- 
dren :  I  (iarrard.  born  1(14(1;  2  Sakah,  born  1(^47.  She 
married  Thomas  lluxlcy  in  i(j67,  and  with  him  removed 
to  Suflield,  Mass,  3  Elizabeth,  born  1648:  4  Hannah, 
born  1(151;  5  Mary,  born  1(135;  6  Martha,  burn  1657. 
Thomas  Spencer  died  at  Hartford  September  11,  1687. 
His  will  recorded  in  Hartford  Probate  Records  in  volume 
4,  pp.  2(12-263,  proven  October  26,  1687,  reads  as  follows: 
"The  last  will  and  Testament  of  Sargt.  Tho.  Spencer,  to- 
gether with  an  Inventory  of  his  estate  was  exhibited  In 
court  pnneil  and  ordered  to  be  recorded  and  approved  by 
the  Ciuirt. 

I,  Thomas  Spencer,  Senior,  of  Hartford,  being  at 
present  in  Good  and  Sownd  understanding  not  knoweing 
how  soon  I  may  be  removed  hence  by  death  &  finding 
the  shadowes  of  the  evening  arc  stretching  over  me  canot 
but  Judg  that  council  of  the  prophet  very  seasonable  set 
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they  house  in  order,  etc.  I  doe  therefore  make  ordayn  & 
appoint  this  follovveing  to  be  my  last  Will  &  Testament 
hereby  makeing  Null  &  voyd  all  former  wills  &  Testa- 
ments by  me  made  whither  by  word  or  writing.

ever he  paying  out  such  legacies  as  I  shall  appoyntt  Iiy  tliis 
my  will.

young.  His  name  ajjpears  in  Savage's  ( lenealogical  Diction- 
ary in  Vdhime  2  at  page  514.  as  one  of  the  original  settlers  of 
the  Hartford  colony,  and  the  names  nf  his  wife  and  children 
are  correctly  given,  hut  m  1  intimation  is  given  from  whence 
he  came  or  who  his  ancestors  were.  There  was  a  hequest  of  a 
gun  tn  him  in  the  will  (if  John  Wakeman,  at  that  time  treas- 
urer of  Xew  Haven,  proliated  in  Hartford,  in  1661,  which  was 
written  in  Xew  Haven  in  iddn,  and  which  indicates  that  he 
was  in  Xew  Haven  in  \U()0.  and  in  the  emijloy  of  John  \\'ake- 
man.  and  in  that  year  he  took  the  oath  of  Fidelity  in  Xew 
Haven.  John  Wakeman  removed  from  Xew  Haven  to  Hart- 
f  ird  in  ifidi.  and  died  there.  Since  it  appears  that  Thomas 
w.'.s  in  his  employ  at  that  time  and  not  married,  it  is  highly 
])rol)alile  he  also  went  with  Wakeman  to  Hartford,  lint  how  he 
came  to  he  in  New  Ha\en  in  iddo  and  hefnre,  is  the  "Stone 
w.-df  up  against  wdiich  the  compiler  has  landed  in  this  search, 
without  the  means  of  passing  o\er. 

The  slight  "cue"  referred  tn  nn  a  former  page,  consists 
nf  two  items  each  ohtained  from  two  different  sources.  First 
it  apjiears  from  the  records  of  Sufheld  that  one  James  Barlow- 
was  in  Sufheld  in  idSo  and  on  the  loth  day  nf  January.  i()XS. 
he  married  Sarah  Huxley,  and  Savage  in  his  ( lenealogical 
Dictionary  in  volume  1  in  stating  this  fact  says  "She  was  a 
daughter  of  Thomas   Huxley   of  Suffield ;    that  a  son  James 
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was  Ijorn  January  7,  idSc;.  and  that  Harlow  diud  March  if). 
1690."  That  she  was  a  daughter  of  Thomas  Huxlev  is  not 
credible,  for  he  had  a  dau,t;iiter  Sarah  who  is  well  accounted 
for  as  hereafter  appears  and  who  could  not  be  the  same  as  this 
Sarah,  who  then  may  have  lieen  a  sister  of  Thomas.  If  so,  who 
was  their  father  and  where  was  he?  Secondlw  in  Emery's 
History  of  the  Ministry  of  Taunton,  Mass.,  which  is  fifty  or 
si.xty  miles  ihrectly  east  of  Hartford,  L'onn.,  in  a  list  of  fortv- 
five  names  of  the  first  distribution  of  lands  to  settlers  in 
Taunton  in  i()3S.  gi\-en  on  page  ^j  this  entry  appears: 

"1    Henry  Lixley,  8  acres."'  ' 

A  few  years  later  he  soM  this  land,  Init  it  does  not  ajipear 
where  he  went  or  who  his  family  was  if  he  had  anv. 

Bailies  in  his  History  of  New  Plymouth,  at  page  288, 
under  the  subject  Taunton,  says:  "At  the  head  of  the  list  of 
purchasers  stands  the  name  of  Henry  U.xley  without  the  re- 
spectable prefix  of  Mr.  None  now  can  tell  who  lie  was, 
whence  he  came,  or  whither  he  went.  His  name  is  extinct; 
not  a  vestige  remains,  not  a  memorial  exists  to  tell  us  what  kind 
of  a  man  he  was,  or  at  what  ])eriod  he  sought  the  Indian  Co- 
hrinnet.  His  house  and  lot  were  sold  to  Richard  Williams, 
and  aljout  him  (meaning  Williams)  much  is  known,  for  he 
may  in  some  measure  be  considered  the  father,  if  n(.)t  the 
founder  of  Taunton."  liailies  then  gives  the  same  list  of  pur- 
chasers as  Emery,  and  begins  it  "i  Henrv  L'xley,  8  acres."  etc., 
and  on  page  j8(;  he  says  "It  is  also  probaiile  Henry  Uxley, 
Richard  \^■illianls  (and  6  others  whom  he  names)  were  in 
laiHiton  ]ire\ious  to  this  jieriod  for  must  of  these  antient  pur- 
chasers came  immediately   frnni   Dorchester," 

If  he  had  a  house,  it  is  highl\-  probable  he  had  a  family, 
and  'Uxley  may  have  been  the  cockney  En.glish  for  Huxley, 
written  in  the  records  by  the  officer  according  to  his  own 
sweet  will,  for  nothing  then  .seemed  to  control  ;invone  in  his 
spelling,  liut  no  known  record  tells  that  Thom;is  and  Sarah 
■Ziv/v  his  children  though  some  suspicious  are  amused. 

Beyond  this  the  wliole  m.itter  rests  in  speculation  without 
knowled.ge. 

Sarah  Spencer  was  born  in  1047.  ;md  was  a  daughter  of 
Sergeant    Thomas    S])encer   and    S:n-a]i    (  l'.e:u-ding)    Spencer, 
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who  was  one  of  the  original  settlers  in  Hartford  in  1636,  and 
in  April,  1639,  he  was  one  of  the  deputies  to  the  first  General 
Assembly,  or  L"i>urt  held  under  the  first  free  written  constitu- 
tiiin  for  the  Ilartfnrd  colonies  addjited  in  January,  1639.  This 
constitution  divorced  the  church  and  state  and  contained  the 
essential  germ  of  all  political  liberty  since  found  in  the  United 
States,  in  all  written  constitutions  from  that  day  to  the  present 
time,  all  of  which  clearly  appears  in  Trumlndl's  History  of 
Early  Connecticut. 

Upon  the  land  records  of  Hartford  in  Book  of  Distribu- 
tions, page  T,^2.  appears  the  first  title  of  jand.s  that  any  Huxley 
held  in  the  United  States,  and  is  the  4Sth  one  in  the  colony  of 
Connecticut  and  is  as  follows ;  "I.and  in  Hartford  upon  River 
Connecticut  l)elonging  to  Thomas  Huxley  and  his  heirs  for- 
ever. One  parcel]  which  he  received  of  Obadiah  Spencer  lying 
in  the  neck  of  land,  containing  by  estimatiiju  four  acres  and 
halfe  (be  it  more  or  less)  and  abutts  on  the  common  fence  on 
the  west,  and  on  the  swamp  belonging  to  the  iKjrth  meadow  on 
the  east,  and  on  Obediah  Spencer's  land  on  the  north,  and  [ohn 
Pantry's  land  on  the  south,  .\cknowledged  bv  me,  .Vugnst  29, 
1671."

"More  one  parcel!  of  land  which  he  Ijought  of  h'hn 
Pantry,  with  the  consent  of  Capt.  John  Tallcott  lying  in  the 
neck  of  land  containing  by  estimation  two  acres  of  land,  be  it 
more  or  less;  and  almtts  on  the  common  fence  on  the  west,  and 
on  tlie  swam]j  belonging  to  the  north  meadow  east,  on  J<ihn 
I^antry's  land  on  the  south,  and  Thomas  Huxlev's  land  on  the 
north.  .Acknowleilged  the  J9th  (if  .\ugust,  ihji. 
"\\'itness  hereto.  Per  me,  John  T.\llcott, 

John  .\llen.  Recorder.  John  P.\ntrv." 

Thom.\s  Leffingwell." 

On  October  30,  U)J4.  lie  sold  this  land  to  George  Knight, 
and  in  company  with  his  wife's  'half  brother  Thomas 
S])encer,  remo\ed  his  family  to  Sufneld.  Mass.,  where  his  wife 
died  October  24.  1712.  On  the  Distribution  Book  in  Suffield 
it  appears  that  by  the  award  of  the  Selectmen  in  1678  he  re- 
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ceived  the  title  to  ()o  acres  of  kiml  i>ii  the  easts  line  of  Ilio-h 
street,  and  he  afterwards  ac(|inred  title  U  i  other  lands.  On  Octo- 
her  13,  i(>(H).  he  was  made  a  fi-eeman  of  Hartford  colony  as 
ai)i)ears  fnmi  the  Collected  Records  of  Conn.,  from  \h()^  to 
i()67  at  i)age  51S  and  ag-ain  on  Oct.  u,  iTiSi,  he  was  made  a 
freeman  hy  the  General  Court  at  lioston,  as  apjjears  from  Col. 
Rec.  of  Mass..  \'ol.  5,  at  pages  320-1,  and  owing  to  the  impor- 
tance and  peculiarity  of  this  regulation.  an<l  that  Thomas  was 
the  only  Tfuxle}'  who  attained  to  this  ilistinction  it  is  thought 
jiroper  to  make  fuller  statement  of  its  significance. 

E\-erv  one  was  then  a  suhject  of  (ireat  Britain  and  did  not 
need  to  l)e  naturalized  in  the  sense  as  now  understt)od,  yet  he- 
fore  he  was  ijermitted  to  exercise  the  right  of  suffrage,  or  hold 
anv  office,  hv  the  laws  of  the  colony,  he  must  he  made  a  free- 
man, which  prior  to  i(')04  re(|uired  him  to  pro\e  hy  the  certifi- 
cate (^f  the  past(jr  of  his  church  that  he  was  a  res])ectahle  mem- 
her  of  the  Congregational  church,  and  after  that  date  hy  a  like 
cerlihcate  that  he  was  correct  in  doctrine  and  conduct,  hut  not 
necessarih'  a  memher.  It  is  worthy  of  rem.ark  that  out  of  the 
more  than  _'j,ooo  immigrants  from  1O30  to  idgi,  not  more 
than  2.000  ever  became  h'reemen,  so  that  while  it  has  often 
lieen  said  the  whole  1)o(|\-  of  freemen  in  the  heginning.  met  to 
make  the  laws  and  decide  the  polic\'  of  the  colony,  yet  it  is  plain 
to  see  that  the  ])olitical  power  was  in  fact  exercised  hy  a  small 
])ody  of  the  real  inlKd}itants,  scarcely  sufficient  to  make  up  the 
body  of  officers.  The  whole  bod\-  of  freemen  and  the  whole 
hvidy  of  the  peo])le  were  1)\'  no  manner  of  means  identical.  The 
certificate  was  "The  names  of  those  men  which  desiar  to  tak 
ther  freedom  of  this  Comon  Wealth,  and  are  householders  and 
members  of  \e  church,  .are  Th<is.  S|)encer,    Thos.  Huxley."

The  oath  administered  to  Thomas  on  Oct.  12,  1681,  was 
as  tollows:  "1,  Thomas  Huxlew  being  b\'  (io(rs  pro\idence  an 
Inhabitant  and  I'reenian  within  the  Jurisdiction  of  this  Com- 
monwealth ;  do  freeh'  acknowledge  myself  to  be  subiect  to  the 
Co\-ernnient  thereof:  .\nd,  therefore,  do  here  swear  b\'  tlu' 
great  and  dreailful  name  of  the  l^\er  li\ing  (iod,  that  I  will  be 
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true  and  faithful  t(i  tlic  same,  and  will  according-ly  yield  assis- 
tance and  support  tliereiinto,  with  \w\  person  and  estate,  as  in 
e(|uity  I  am  bound:  and  will  alsn  truly  endeavor  to  maintain 
and  ])reserve  all  the  liberties  and  ]iri\-ileg'es  thereof,  submitting' 
myself  to  the  wholesome  Laws  and  Orders  made  and  estab- 
lished by  the  same.  And  further  that  1  will  nut  plot  or  i)ractice 
any  e\'il  against  it,  or  consent  t<i  an\-  that  shall  so  do;  but  will 
timely  discover  and  rex'eal  the  same  tn  lawfull  Authority  now- 
here established,  and  for  the  s])eedv  prevention  thereof. 

Moreover.  I  doe  solemnh'  bind  mvself  in  the  sight  of  God, 
that  when  I  shall  be  called  to  gi\e  mv  \nvce  touching  any  such 
ni.atter  nf  this  state,  in  which  I'reemen  are  tn  deal.  I  will  give 
m_\-  \c)te  and  suffrage  as  1  shall  iudge  in  mine  own  cmiscience 
may  be>t  conduce  an<l  tend  td  the  ])ublike  weal  of  the  bodv.  so 
hel])  me  ( iod  in  the  Lord  Jesus  Christ." 

After  taking  this  must  furmidable  and  irun  clad  oath,  the 
rec'iird  shows  he  was  chosen  a  sergeant  of  militia  at  Hartford, 
and  by  a  \'ote  r)f  the  town  of  Sufiield.  Mass..  in  168O.  he  was 
chosen  a  keeper  of  a  "I'ul)lic  Idouse  of  bjitertainment"  wdiich 
was  situated  rm  fligh  street.  The  recortls  and  History  of  Suf- 
field  further  show  that  he  was  one  of  thirty-four  legal  voters 
in  all  town  affairs,  as  recoriled  b\'  Major  I'x  uchon  at  the  first 
town  meeting  held  on  March  o.  KiNj.  and  at  the  election  on 
M.wch  (\  lOcS^.  he  was  elected  to  the  office  of  Selectman  which 
he  hekl.  except  in  occasional  \cars.  till  ijof).  This  was  the 
highest  and  most  important  office  in  the  town,  and  during  all 
these  years  he  was  prominent  in  all  public  affairs,  his  name 
appearing  frecpiently  in  the  records  and  history  of  Suffield. 
His  children,  first  five  born  at  Hartford,  were.

county,  in  the  Province  or  Colonv  of  Mas.sachusetts  Bav  and 
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remained  under  the  political  jurisdiction  of  Massachusetts  till 
1749,  when,  upiin  a  re-adjustment  of  the  colony  line  between 
Massachusetts  and  I'onnecticut.  the  tnwn  of  Suftield  fell  upon 
the  south  side  of  the  line  and  hecame  a  part  of  Hartford 
county,  fonnecticut.  and  subject  to  its  ])olitical  jurisdiction, 
where  it  still  remains  and  will  he  spoken  of  in  this  work  as  in 
Connecticut  after  1749.  In  the  History  of  Sufhcld  at  pai?e  95 
it  is  said  "The  history  of  the  negotiations  for  the  settlement  of 
the  colony  line  and  the  (|narre]s  between  the  towns  ior  many 
years  often  resulting-  in  blows,  would  till  a  volume."  Jared 
married  ist  Hannah  Smith,  Xo\emlier  5,  170').  She  died  July 
5,  1708:  one  child  |  iS]  was  born.  Jud  married  Mary 
Norton,  May  5.  1709.  She  was  the  eldest  daugiiter  of  Capt. 
George  Norton  (son  of  George  Norton,  a  carpenter,  who  came 
from  London,  England,  in  .\]iril,  lOJo,  and  settled  at  Salem, 
Mass.)  and  his  second  wife,  widow  ^lary  Gillet,  whom  he 
married  June  20,  1683.  Mary  was  born  at  Suffield  in  July, 
1684,  and  Capt.  George  Norton  died  November  15,  lOoO.  He 
was  a  freeman  in  1 681,  Captain  of  Militia.  Irm  Keeper,  Se- 
lectman in  1685  and  1693  and  was  also  the  first  Representative 
to  the  General  Court  at  Boston  for  the  town  of  Suffield  in  1693. 
jared  was  a  land  owner  and  a  farmer  an<l  at  times  from 
i?',^  to  17J3  held  the  minor  offices  of  constable  and  surveyor 
of  highways,  and  in  17JO  he  was  a  Tythingman.  This  office 
was  at  that  time  deemed  \er\-  important  and  responsible.  The 
incumbent  of  this  othce  \\;is  nuich  re\'erenced  b_\-  the  law  abid- 
ing and  much  feareil  liy  the  transgressor.  The  duties  were 
"To  inspect  all  licensed  houses  of  entertainment  and  to  inform 
of  all  disorders  or  misdemeanors  comnntted  ni  them,  to  present 
and  inform  of  all  idle  and  disorderly  jiersons,  profane  swear- 
ers, or  cursers.  Sabbath  lireakers  and  the  like  offenders."  The 
insignia  of  office  was  "A  black  staff  two  feet  long  tipped  at  one 
end  witli  brass  about  three  inches  as  a  badge  of  office  to  be  pro- 
vided by  the  Selectmen  of  the  town."     The  children  were,

Judge  of  the  Supreme 
Court  of  New  York,  and  its  Chief  Justice  for  10  years, 
and  m  1814.  he  was  appointed  Chancellor  of  tlie  Court  of 
Equity  in  New  York  City.  But  his  most  enduring  fame 
came  from  his  Commentaries  on  American  I^aw.  written 
while  a  professor  of  law  in  Coliimliia  College,  in  four 
\olumes.  and  his  Chancery  decisions  (Johnson's  Reports) 
in  seven  volumes  delivered  while  chancellor.  These  will 
endure  wdiilc  .American  Jurisprudence  endures.

Sur\-evor  and  alsc/i  of 
Selectman  in  \ariou^  veai's,  and  iiis  son,  John  the  Second,  was 
at  different  times  elected  to  the  office  of  j^and  Surveyor. 
Martha's  father  was  first  cousin  t<i  Joseph  Triunhull  of  l.eha- 
non.  Conn.,  who  was  the  father  of  Jonathan  Trumhull, 
Go\ernoi-  of  Connectictit  from  17')9  to  1  7S3.  ami  who,  drndno 
the   Re\'olutionar}-   War  was  the  trusted  supporter  and  confi- 
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clential  advisor  of  Cieneral  \\'ashiii,<jton,  who  familiarly  called 
him  "Brother  Jonathan."  Idie  term  lias  since  passed  into  pop- 
ular use  as  e(iui\alent  tn  the  people  of  the  United  States. 

The  Governor  hatl  two  sons,  ist  Colonel  John  Trumhull, 
Assistant  Adjutant  (Cieneral  in  the  Ke\-olutionary  War,  ;uid  a 
distinguished  [lainter,  his  ])ortraits  of  Washington,  Adams  and 
Jefferson,  and  the  historical  paintings  of  "The  Battle  of  FUmker 
Hill,"  "Declaratirin  of  rndependcnce,"  "Surrender  of  P)ur- 
goyne"  and  others  in  the  Rotunda  of  the  Capitol  at  \Vashinglon 
are  among  his  most  celehrated  pieces.  2nd  Jonathan,  who. 
also,  was  governor  of  Connecticut  eleven  years.  Speaker  of  the 
House  of  Representatives  of  the  United  States  179 1-3  and 
United  States  senatur  from  dmnecticut  1793-5. 

Another  brother  i>f  Joseph  Trumhull  of  Lebanon  was 
Benoni  of  Hebron  (the  father  being  Joseph  of  Suffield,  and 
brother  of  Judah  )  wdio  was  the  grandfather  of  Rev.  Benjamin 
Truml)ull  of  Heljron  wdiose  History  of  Connecticut  is  most 
highly  and  justly  esteemed.  He  in  turn  was  the  grandfather 
of  Hon.  Lyman  Trumbull,  United  States  senator  from  Illinois 
during  the  Civil   War,   and  afterwards  a  most   distinguished 

ad\-ocate   and   jurist.    2nd   Jared    married   Stanard ;     in 

the  record  she  is  called  Widow  Stanard,  in  1780.  No  children 
liy  this  marriage,  and  letters  yet  in  existence  show  the  marriage 
to  have  been  \-ery  unfortunate  and  the  cause  of  much  trouble. 
He  was  a  farmer  in  Suffield  and  owned  se\'eral  small  pieces  of 
land,  which  he  sokl  February  9,  1753,  and  removed  with  his 
family  to  Canaan,  Conn.  He  was  an  extensive  buver  of  lands 
in  Canaan,  and  his  land  transactions  also  extended  into 
Sheffield  and  New  Marlborough,  Mass.,  as  will  appear  from  the 
following  abstract  of  deeds  obtained  from  the  Recorder  of 
Deeds  of  Canaan,  Conn.,  and  Berkshire  County,  Mass.

He  held  some  of  the  minor  offices  in  Suffield  before  remov- 
ing to  Canaan,  such  as  Constable,  Surveyor  of  Highways, 
Fence  Viewer  and  Tythingman,  and  in  Canaan  he  became  a 
member  of  the  School  Committee  in   1757  which  position  he 
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licid  lor  several  years,  and  in  17^)0  lie  was  a  gr.'uid  juryman.

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Conn.  Slie  was  a  daugliter  of  Samuel  Camfield  who  was  a 
Colonel  of  Militia  in  Litchfield  County,  Conn.,  in  1781.  She 
was  born  in  1738  and  died  January  7,  1808,  at  New  Marlbor- 
ough. Mass.  He  was  a  land  owner  at  the  south  line  of  New 
Marlborough,  Mass.,  and  the  burying  ground  adjoining  his 
farm  is  to  this  day  called  "The  Huxley  Burying  Ground,"  and 
the  school  district,  "Huxley  School  District"  though  no  living 
Huxleys  are  to  be  found  in  that  locality  for  more  than  thirty 
years. 

He  was  a  farmer  by  occupation,  and  most  likely  a  weaver, 
since  his  will  speaks  of  his  "shop,  loom  and  loom  tackling,  etc."

He  married  Ruhamah 
Holciiml)  of  Canaan,  Conn.,  Marcii  25.  1773,  ist  church  records 
vdl  1.     She  was  the  daughter  of  Daniel  and  Sarah  Holcomb, 

horn  about 1743.     On  Nov.  29,  1775.  he  bought  about  60 

acres  of  land  at  the  snuth  line  of  New  Maryborough,  Berkshire 
County,  Mass..  upDU  which  he  continued  to  reside  till  a  short 
time  after  1814.

She  was  born 
September  30,  1777,  in  Siieffield,  Mass.,  and  died  June  5,  1847, 
at  Ellsworth,  Ohio.  She  was  the  second  daughter  of  Reuben 
and  Abigail  Callender  of  Sheffield,  Mass.,  (her  older  sister's 
name  being  Annis)  and  at  the  time  of  her  marriage,  the  widow 
of  Roger  Whiting  who  was  born  Dec.  2^,.

Entered  April  i,  1777." 

He  and  four  of  his  fi\-e  brothers,  Joseph,  Amos,  Nathaniel 
and  Ezekel,  all  had  Revolutionary  War  Service  records.  For 
Reuben's  Services  see  Military  Services  of  Huxleys  and  mater- 
nal ancestors  of  Huxleys. 

Second  Jared  married  Harriet  Minard  Sept.  30,  1850. 
She  was  born  January  13,  1804,  died  February  20,  1871.  No 
children  by  this  marriage. 

Berkshire  County,  Mass.,  is  world  renowned  for  the  wild 
and  picturesque  beauty  of  its  natural  scenery  and  in  modern 
days  is  an  attractive  resort  for  tourists.  Such  places  as  Monu- 
ment Mountain.  Icy  Glen,  The  Stockbridge  Bowl,  and  October 
Mountain  are  found  there.  The  far  famed  Tipping  Rock  is 
near  the  Huxley  seat.  This  rock  is  of  enormous  weight  and 
rests  on  two  pivotal  points,  but  is  so  perfectly  balanced  that  a 
man  with  his  hand  can  easily  set  it  a  rocking.  He  was  a  land 
owner  in  Berkshire  County,  but  sold  it  and  invested  the  pro- 
ceeds in  land  in  the  Connecticut  Western  Reserve  and  received 
a  deed  from  Thomas  Huntington  and  his  wife  of  Canaan, 
Conn.,  dated  P'ebruary  8,  18 14,  for  418  acres  in  section  2  in 
Ellsworth,  Ohio.  He  at  once  set  about  i^reparing  to  move  to 
Ohio,  and  during  the  summer  com])leted  his  preparatinns  and 
started  Monday,  Sept.  19,  18 14,  in  Cdmpany  with  liis  brother 
Daniel  [104]  and  their  families.  They  made  the  journey  with 
ox  teams,  following  the  "Old  Indian  Trail"  through  the  state  of 
New  York  and  northern  Pennsvh'ania.     .Miuut  1800  and  for  a 
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time  thereafter  the  n)ute  traveled  was  across  New  Jersey  and  by 
way  of  Reachiig-  and  Ilarrishurgli.  Pa.,  to  Pittsburgh,  and 
thence  to  the  mouth  of  the  Beaver  river,  and  up  the  Beaver  and 
Mahoning  to  Yonngstown  and  Warren.  Later  the  northern 
route  was  used  by  Massachusetts  and  Connecticut  emigrants, 
but  the  larger  part  of  the  route  lay  through  a  dense  forest  of 
heavy  timber  with  onl\-  blazed  trees  to  indicate  the  way. 

His  deed  was  recorded  November  14,  1814.  indicating 
that  he  ditl  not  reach  Ohio  till  late  in  the  fall.  A  settlement  of 
a  dozen  or  more  families  had  been  matle  at  the  center  of  Ells- 
worth, but  none  except  Philo  Spaulding  in  the  southern  part 
where  section  2  was.  The  family  remained  at  the  center 
through  the  winter,  ;uid  the  following  spring  the  work  of 
clearing  the  farm  of  timl)er  and  making  a  home  began  in  dead 
earnest,  and  the  rugged  life  of  the  pioneer,  with  all  of  its  pri- 
vations and  toil  and  danger,  was  met  and  lived  through  with 
the  same  indomitable  courage  that  enabled  the  men  of  his  class 
and  (lav  to  subdue  the  Western  Reserve  and  make  it  the  dwell- 
ing place  of  the  freemen  who  then  inhal:)itc<l  and  e\'er  since 
ha\'e  inhabited  it. 

In  due  course  of  years  the  farm  was  cleared  of  timber,  a 
comfortal)le  brick  house  and  other  suitable  structures  built,  and 
the  latter  }-ears  of  his  life  were  spent  on  the  farm  in  a  quiet,  un- 
assuming way.  At  first  the  customary  log  house  was  built  in 
a  few  davs  after  going  upon  the  land  and  used  for  a  few  years. 
The  brick  house  was  built  in  about  1S23,  consisting  of  8  rooms 
and  is  still  in  use  nearly  in  its  original  form,  and  in  a  fairly 
good  state  of  ])reservation.  The  great  open  fireplace  for  a  wootl 
fire,  so  common  at  that  time,  has  long  since  fallen  into  disuse; 
but  when  used  was  capable  of  taking  in  wood  four  feet  long, 
and  with  the  great  backlog,  and  a  large  forestick  resting  on 
huge  andirons,  indeed  made  a  roaring  fire  for  a  cold  winter 
day.  The  iron  crane  hung  securely  upon  the  right  jamb  of  the 
fire]>lace,  and  sujjplied  with  several  iron  hooks  of  different 
lengths  was  the  means  of  using  the  fire  for  cooking.  An  ad- 
justable hook  consisting  of  two  ()arts,  forming  a  curious  kind 
of  combination  between  a  swivel  and  a  toggle,  furnished  fur- 
ther means  of  adjusting  the  kettle  to  the  fire.  The  barns  have 
been  moved  and  remodeled  and  much  improved.     The  title  to 
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liis  land  has  wholly  passed  out  of  the  family  and  no  Huxleys 
remain  in  Ellsworth  tnwuship  where  the  settlement  was  first 
made  in  Ohio  in  1814. 

He  was  genial  and  affahle,  and  singularly  free  from  guile 
of  any  kind,  and  was  not  sus])icious  of  the  pm^poses  of  others. 
He  was  esjjecially  beloved  l)y  his  grandchildren,  as  well  as  by 
the  children  of  the  neighljorlnxxl.  wlni  always  felt  free  and 
happy  at  grandjia  Huxley's  where  they  were  always  welcome. 

Physically  he  was  a  man  of  large  frame,  strongly  and 
compactly  built,  inclining  to  corpulency  in  later  years,  and  to  a 
large  degree  free  from  the  infirmities  and  weaknesses  usually 
incident  to  old  age.  He  was  able,  and  did  cimtinue  to  work  on 
his  farm,  not  from  necessity,  but  from  choice,  to  near  the  close 
of  life.  It  is  related  of  him  that  on  his  83rd  birthday,  as  a  trial 
to  see  how  well  he  retained  his  physical  vigor,  he  mowed  with 
a  scythe  one  acre  of  good  meadow  grass  in  one-half  dav  with- 
out serious  fatigue.  This  was  as  much  as  a  full  hand  with  a 
scythe,  before  the  days  of  mowing  machines,  was  expected 
to  do. 

He  never  sought  public  prefemient.  but  rather  loved  the 
"(juiet  middle  way"  with  the  simplicities  nf  his  rural  home, 
and  the  society  nf  the  neighbors  among  whom  he  li\eil  well 
res])ected  In-  all  who  knew  him.

He  came  to  Ohio  from  Massachusetts  in  18 14  as  stated  in 
No.  (96)  and  the  land  was  bought  with  the  proceeds  of  land 
sold  in  Massachusetts  before  starting  for  Ohio.

The  History  of 
Torrington  says:  "The  Rev.  Milton  Huxley  was  stated 
supply,  or  preached  without  being  regularly  installed  for  a 
term  of  years  after  Rev.  Gould.  He  is  well  spoken  of  in  the 
church  society.  His  wife  Harriet  was  received  into  the  church 
by  letter  in  1835."  In  1830  he  became  the  owner  of  103  acres 
of  land  in  Batavia,  and  in  1841,  of  50  acres  in  Bethany,  Gene- 
see County,  New  York,  which  lie  bought  from  his  brother  Al- 
bert, and  to  which  he  moved  in  1841,  and  engaged  in  farming. 
In  1846  he  disposed  of  his  land  and  removed  with  his  family  to 
Neenah,  Winnebago  County,  Wis.,  where  he  bought  80  acres 
of  government  land  and  continued  the  occupation  of  farming 
till  his  death  which  occurred  Oct.  9,  1861.

In  the  History  of  Goshen,  Conn.,  at  page  340,  it  is  said, 
"Dr.  Asahel  Mack  Huxley  practiced  in  the  town  for  many 
years,  and  there  never  was  a  physician  more  generally  honored, 
never  one  more  confided  in,  ne\er  one  who  took  a  greater  in- 
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terest  in  his  ])atients,  or  responded  more  readilv  to  their  calls

But  in 
addition  to  this  her  great  grandfather,  Jacob  Spaulding,  of 
Norfolk,  Conn.,  born  December  17,  1732,  was  a  farmer  of 
considerable  property,  which  he  freely  devoted  to  the  Revolu- 
tionary cause  and  at  the  first  alarm  he  enlisted  as  a  Private  in 
Capt.  Andrew  Backus"  comi)any  and  marched  "from  the  town 
of  Plainfiekl  for  the  relief  of  Boston  in  the  Lexington  alarm 
April,  1775."  He  was  also  by  the  Colonial  Assembly  of  Con- 
necticut from  1772  to  1775  appointed  as  Ensign  of  the  North 
company  of  Norfolk,  and  he  was  most  commonly  called  Ensign 
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Spauldiiig.  He  served  in  tlie  French  and  Indian  war  with  the 
rank  of  second  lientenant  In"  the  a])])i)intment  of  the  Assembly, 
in  tlie  4th  Req'inient,  of  which  Eleazor  Fitch  was  Colonel  and 
Israel  i'utnani  was  Lientenant  Colmiel,  frtmi  1737  t<i  i7't_',  and 
was  present  at  the  taking  of  Otiebec  b\'  ( ieneral  WHlfe.  In  the 
Re\'olutionary  \\'ar  in  addition  tn  his  own  ser\ices,  and  his  two 
sons  Isaac  and  Daniel,  whu  were  in  the  serxice  he  hired  a  man 
and  |)nt  him  in  the  serxice  and  paid  him  $S.oo  per  mdiith  all 
through  the  war  and  t(.)ok  care  i>f  his  wife  an<l  twd  children. 
At  one  time  he  collected  uo  head  of  cattle  fur  beef  and  took 
them  to  the  army  as  a  donation.  3  ni  these  were  his  own  con- 
tribution. His  house  was  a  retreat  fur  sick  and  wnunded  sold- 
iers :  thirt}"  were  sent  to  him  at  one  time  to  be  kept  for  the  win- 
ter, and  in  the  s]iring  twenty-eight  returned  to  the  army  for 
serx'ice. 

The  Spalding  famih'  was  of  ])ure  English  extraction: 
the  first  ancestor  probal)ly  came  frcmi  the  town  of  Spalding  in 
Lincolnshire,  England  ;  at  all  events  he  was  "iMlward  Spolden" 
who  settled  at  Braintree.  ^lass..  in  i(fJ,o.  and  in  1634  was  made 
a  freeman.  Of  this  sturdy  immigrant  .settler  the  L>300  Spald- 
ings  since  that  time  to  the  present  in  the  L-nited  States  are  the 
direct  descendants.  Thex'  are  inhabitants  of  every  state  in  the 
union,  and  many  of  them  ha\'e  attained  eminent  distinction,  in 
military  ])olitical,  religinus,  literary,  and  commercial  life. 
Many  ])ublic  officers,  lawwers,  judges,  ministers  and  bishops 
bear  the  name  thniughoiu  the  Uniteil  States.  The  genealogx' 
of  the  "S])aulding"  family  shows  that  nmre  than  i.ooo  Spaul- 
dings  were  in  serxice  during  the  cixil  war  uf  icS()i-65,  filling 
every  rank  knuwn  to  the  serxice  from  lirigadier  General  down 
to  prix'ate. 

Ilu.xley  was  a  farmer  by  occupation  and  oxvned  100  acres, 
being  a  part  originally  bought  by  his  father  from  Thomas 
Huntington.  He  xvas  an  industrious  and  [Prosperous  farmer, 
and  ke])t  his  farm  in  good  order,  and  his  buildings  xvere  suli- 
stantial  and  adecpiate  for  the  farm.  1  le  xvas  a  firm  beliex'er  in 
the  anti-slavery  sentiment  that  grew  up  and  was  rife  in  his  day, 
and  it  was  said  his  house  xvas  a  station  on  the  "L^nderground 
Railway,"  Hoxxever  this  may  have  been,  the  coiupiler  does  not 
noxv  remember  of  seeing  colored  passengers  either  arriving'  at 
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or  leaving  his  house  who  were  on  tlicir  way  through  ;  hut  it 
was  certain  tliat  he  acted  poHtically  from  aljout  1840,  witli 
those  looking  to  the  immediate  abolition  of  slavery  in  the 
L'nited  States,  until  it  was  finally  accimiplished  and  after  that 
he  was  a  Republican  in  politics  but  never  held  any  office.  Dur- 
ing anti-slavery  times  fmm  1840  to  1861  all  of  the  anti- 
slavery  literature  nf  the  day,  sucli  as  "The  jVnti-Slavery  Stan- 
dard," "The  Anti-Sla\'ery  Bugle,"  "The  Homestead  Jnurnal," 
"Helper's  ImpentHng  Crisis,"  "Life  of  Frederick  Douglass," 
\Vm.  Lloyd  (iarrison's  "Liberator,"  "Uncle  Tom's  Cabin," 
etc..  with  the  speeches  and  writings  therein  contained  of 
Stephen  S.  Foster.  Parker  Pillsbury.  James  ^bjnroe,  Wendell 
Phillips.  John  A.  Collins.  Aliljey  Kelly.  Hon.  Gerret  Smith. 
Isaac  Knapp  and  many  others — mighty  war  horses  of  the  anti- 
slaverv  mmenient — were  found  in  his  Infuse  and  were  read 
by  his  growing  sons  from  their  earliest  yc^uth  up.  and  d(jubt- 
less  had  a  large  influence  in  forming  and  settling  their  future 
political  ideas.

Indeed,  dur- 
ing the  years  in  which  he  was  15  and  16  years  old,  owing  to 
the  illness  of  his  father,  and  his  inaliility  to  give  any  attention 
to  the  business  of  the  farm.  Jared,  with  the  aid  of  his  younger 
brother.  Philo  [228J,  took  entire  charge  of  the  farm  business, 
and  they  did  all  of  tlie  wnrk  on  it  in  the  same  manner  and  to 
the  same  extent  as  it  had  before  been  done;  raised  the  custom- 
ary crops,  did  the  harvesting  and  cared  for  and  fed  the  live 
stock,  and  even  found  some  time  to  assist  the  neighbors  for 
wag'es.  Nor  did  they  fail  to  attend  the  puljlic  school  during  the 
winter  term. 

"After  the  usual  attendance  at  the  public  schools  he  at- 
tended a  few  terms  at  Cottage  Hill  IVcademy  at  Ellsworth, 
Ohio,  and  in  the  winter  of  1860-1  he  began  teaching  in  the 
public  schools,  which  occupation  he  continued  at  internals  both 
in  Ohio  and  Indiana  till  his  admission  to  the  bar.
